“Let us reveal nonetheless that among the 
names given were those of three members of 
the U.S. Congress and one West German par- 
liamentarian ” Mr. Wolton wrote. 

Mr. Wolton told The Washington Times in 
Pans he would not comment further on the 
allegations contained in the book, in which he 
wrote that his account of the high-ranking 
double agent was based on the “author's pn- 
vate sources.” But intelligence specialists 
said information in the book appears to have 
originated from files provided by the French 
i ntelligence service. d5 T 

The book, published in France last month, 
states that French President Francois Mitter- 
rand turned over a file on Farewell directly to 
President Reagan during a 1981 meeting in 
Ottawa. Mr. Wolton also states that French 
intelligence officials worked together with 
Vice President George Bush in supplying de- 
tails of the Farewell file. 

A spokesman for Mr. Bush said the vic e 
president would not comment on the Farewel l 
case because of the go vernment’s noliev 0 f 
not commenting on intelligence matters 

A former correspondent for the once- 1 eft- 
vying Paris newspaper Liberation — at one 
time linked to the French Communist Party 
— Mr. Wolton has since changed his views and 
now regularly contributes to the conservative 
French newsweekly magazine Le Point. He is 
considered to be an expert on the Soviet KGB. 

The book claims that information from 
Farewell led to investigations of suspected 
Soviet agents in several countries, including 
the United States, and resulted in the expul- 
sion of 47 Soviet officials from France and 39 
Soviets from other European countries and 
the United States. 

According to thq book. Farewell served in 
Moscow as a “Line x;“ officer wi thin Director- 
ate T of the KGB’s First Chief Directorate 
(foreign intelligen ce) — the bureau respon si- 
ble for scientific a nd technological espionage. 

Farewell reportedly supplied the names of 
the entire “Line X” section officers and “the 
identity of the principle agents recruited by 


officers of Line X in a dozen countries, inclut 
ing the United States, Federal Republic c 
Germany, and in France," the book states. 

Because of his position, Farewell was nt 
allowed to leave the Soviet Union and wa 
under surveillance by KGB guards wh 
watch top intelligence officials to prevent d 
fections or flight, the book says.

Another intelligence source, who also d e- 
clined to be named, said Farewell's data wa s 
t he basis for the most detailed public int el- 
li gence assessment of Soviet technologic al 
a cquisitions ever published, a white paper r e- 
l eased bv the Pentagon last September. 

Farewell, who served in the Soviet Em- 
bassy in Paris during the 1960s, was the first 
source of information revealing the existence 
of the Soviets Military' Industrial Commis- 
sion, known by its Russian acronym VPK. The 
VPK directs all technology collection bv th e 
K GB and its s ister service. GRL military in- 
telligence . — 

According to Mr. Wolton's account, Fare- 
well contacted French authorities through an 
intermediary in the spring of 1981. He offered 
to work as a mole m the KGB and supplied 
over 4,000 top secret KGB documents until he 
lost contact in the fall of 1982. 

Mr. Wolton states that Farewell’s co- 
operation with Western intelligence was not 
discovered, but that the KGB official was im- 
plicated in a Moscow murder and as a result 
was executed. 

Western intelli gence sources, however, sai d 
F arewell was executed as a spy- 

Meanwhile, the State Department has con- 
firmed the defection of Soviet KGB intelli- 
gence official Loi \ iktor P Gundarev, who 
left his post in Athens two weeks ago along 
with his son and a woman believed to be his 
mistress, Galina N. Gromova. 

U.S. intelligence sources said Col. Gun- 
darev’s defect ion was more impo rtant than 
the defection last .May of Soviet QRU mili tary 
int elligence official . Sergei Bokhan, who. also 
left the Sov iets' Athens diplomatic post. Mr. 
Bokhan, whose f amily was turned over to the 
S oviets by Greek o f fi cials, has supplied WesT 
em intelli gence officials with details of Soviet 
spy operations , including Soviet support for 
terrorist groups, s ources said. 

In London, British police arrested former 
U.S. Navy Cmdr. John Bothwell on espionage 
charges Friday for allegedly trying to pass 
information to the Soviet Union. 

U.S. intelligence s ources described th e 
case as a serious intelligence failure. Cmd r. 
Borhwf;i| i who wo rked at a secret anti- 
submari ne warfare school between 1961 an d 
1963, began a 10-year tour working for U.S . 
intelligen ce services in 1974. He then wpnt 
into business, arranging deals between South 
Africa and the Soviet Union. 
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
